con trol by au av alan che of v otes. B ut 
the people will n ot forget th at d e­ 
mocracy took con trol of affairs with 
the coun try in a prosperous con d ition , 
w ith work plen ty, trad e expan d in g, 
am ple rev en ue to con d uct the gov ­ 
ern m en t, an d ev erybod y prosperous 
an d happy. 
In four short years the 
public d ebt has been in creased 262 
m illion s of d ollars, property has d e­ 
creased in v alue m an y tim es more 
than the en tire cost of four years of 
civ il war, rev en ues are in ad equate to 
pay the expen ses of gov ern m en t, la­ 
bor is scare, poorly paid , an d un able 
to en joy the com forts of life, an d for­ 
eign com m erce ev en has greatly d e­ 
creased . 
Is it an y w on d er th a t d e­ 
m ocrats seek to d raw public atten ­ 
tion away from such a record ? 
They 
fooled the v oters four years ago with 
the cry of high taxes, an d n ow in 
ord er to again fool the people an d 
secure a n ew hold on the rein s of 
gov ern m en t, they hav e ad opted the 
populist ic id ea of the free coin age 
of silv er at a ratio of 16 to 1. 
Now 
let us see what free coin age would 
d o. The last four years of d em ocratic 
in com peten cy hav e been frightful, 
but they are a pleasan t d ream com ­ 
pared with the hid eous n ight m are 
that would be prod uced by the free 
coin age of silv er. 
T he Pion eer Press

state of civ ilization an d prev ails on ly 
in the most un progressiv e coun tries 
io the world , in which com m erce an d 
in d ustry are in a prim itiv e or back­ 
ward state of d ev elopm en t. 
T here is 
n ot n ow a progressiv e comm ercial 
n ation in the world which has n ot 
ad opted the gold stan d ard . 
Silv er is 
the stan d ard mon ey on ly of the semi- 
barbaric 
coun tries, 
of Chin a, 
of 
Mexico, of 
the C en tral 
Am erican 
states, an d a few of the old Span ish 
possession s. 
In E urope it surv iv es 
on ly in Spain , B ulgaria. Serv ia, an d 
partially m Turkey. Iu d egrad in g oar 
curren cy to the lev el of these half­ 
civ ilized silv er usin g coun tries, with 
which we hav e little in tercourse, it 
would han d icap us 
iu our tran s­ 
action s with all the great com m ercial 
coun tries of the world . O ur en tire 
trad e with all the silv er usin g coun ­ 
tries is about 128,000,000 a year. It is 
ov er $800,000,000 a year with the 
gold stan d ard n ation s. F ree silv er 
would thus place us at a perm an en t 
d isad v an tage in the com petition s of 
in tern ation al trad e with all the other 
com m ercial coun tries. 


W e said yesterd ay, too. tfiat by a 
law as resistless as th at of g rav ita­ 
tion the free coin age of silv er at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 would expel all our 
1620,000,000 gold from circulation in 
this coun try an d red uce the v alue of 
all our silv er an d paper curren cy, 
am oun tin g to about f 1,200,000,000, to 
but little ov er $600,000,000 in gold 
v alue. 
All the hold ers of this mon ey 
would suffer this loss in the tran si­ 
tion from the gold to the silv er stan d ­ 
ard . .But this is a trifle in com parison 
to the hav oc it would play with us 
in other d irection s. 


F ree silv er would cut d own to n early 
on e half their presen t v alue the v ast 
aggregate of d ebts which the fin an ­ 
cial in stitution s of this coun try owe 
to the wage earn ers an d to the people 
of sm all m ean s iu America. 
T he 
ad v ocates of free silv er ad d ress 
main argum en ts to the 
pid ity of d ebtors. 
T hey un blusbiogly 
m ain tain that it would be to the in ter­ 
est of the d ebtor class to be able to 
swin d le their cred itors out of 5 ' cen ts 
on the d ollar by payin g them iD d epre­ 
ciated silv er m on ey. 
They assum e 
th at these cred itors are the ban ks 
an d the groat fin an cial in stitution s of 
the coun try. 
Nev er was there a g reat­ 
er m istake than this. 
These ban ks 
an d fin an cial in stitution s are merely 
the custod ian s of 
other 
people’s 
riion ey. 
T he sav in gs ban ks, the n a­ 
tion al, state an d priv ate ban ks, trust, 
in suran ce, build in g an d loan associa­ 
tion s in their v arious form s owe to the 
wage earn ers of this coun try an d tu 
the people of sm all mean s, or m ain ly 
to them , the colossal aggregate ef 
n early $16,000,000,000—sixteen billion 
d ollars 
By far the larger proportion 
of this en orm ous total is owed to 
m echan ics an d farm ers, to men an d 
women who liv e on their wages or 
salaries, or who d o some som e sm all 
busin ess, an d whose surplus earn in gs 
are in v ested in the« © v arious forms. 
Free silv er would strike d own on e- 
half the v alue of all their d eposits, 
policies, trust fr.n d s an d other in v est­ 
men ts. 
G oin g to Secretary C arlisle's speech 
at Chicago for d etails, the followin g 
startin g facts are 
presen ted : 
The 
n ation al ban ks, for exam ple, owe $1,- 
701,653,521 to 1,929,340 d epositors of 
whom 1,724.000 hav e less than $1,000 
to their cred it, showin g that the v ast 
m ajority are people of sm all 


their 
d ishon est cu- 


to r—alm ost all the sav in gs of labor­ 
in g men . T he state an d priv ate ban ks 
an d trust com pan ies owe $1,340,858,- 
000 to 1,500,000 people. 
T he in sur­ 
an ce com pan ies of all kin d s, in clud in g 
the m utual beufit, assessm en t, co-op­ 
erativ e an d fratern al com pan ies, owe 
their policy hold ers an d m em bers the 
v ast total of $9,387,528,259. 
In ad d i­ 
tion to a llth isth e in d ustrial com pan ies 
of the U n ited States hav e a mem bers- 
ship of 6,919,598, 
w ith 
in suran ce 
am oun tin g to $816,650,078. T he build ­ 
in g an d loan association s owe their 
1,800,000 sharehold ers 
$500,(HXI,000 
These are the fin an cial in stitution s 
which d eal d irectly with the masses 
of the people an ti are th e custod ian s 
aud in v estors of their mon ey. 
These 
are the great d ebtor in stitution s of the 
coun try, an d they owe in the ag g re­ 
gate to the people of this coun try, 
m ost of them poor people, or people 
in v ery m od erate circum stan oee, n ear­ 
ly sixteen billion s of d ollars. 
F ree 
silv er would en able them to pay all 
these m illion s of d epositors an d policy 
hold ers in d epreciated com, w orth 
half the good mon ey put in to their 
v aults by the w orkin g people of this 
coun try. 
It would sw in d le the work- 
m g people of America, through their 
agen cy, o at of $8,000,000,000—m sum 
exceed in g twelv e tim es the capital 
stock of all the 
n ation al ban ks in 
America. 
The d ebtor class, who would be ben e­ 
fited by the ability to pay their d ebts at 
50 cen ts on the d ollar, con sists m ain ly 
of the fin an cial in stitution s we hav e 
en um erated 
an d of the people 
to 
whom they hav e loan ed the mon ey 
d eposited with them or paid ov er to 
them in the shape of prem ium s on in ­ 
suran ce policies. These borrowers are 
n ot the m echan ics an d w age-earn ers 
or ev en the farm ers, except in a v ery 
lim ited way. 
They are m ain ly the 
m erchan ts an d m an ufacturers of the 
coun try, the m en who hav e to borrow 
mon ey to carry on their in terprises 
T he railroad com pan ies owe the 
people of this coun try aud of E urope 
about $11,000,000,000 on the stocks 
aud bon d s purchased largely by people 
of small m ean s to furn ish the mon ey 
for their con stuction an d operation 
It is safe to say that fully three-quart­ 
ers of the v ast aggregate of d ebts iu 
this couutry is owed by the ban ks an < 
in suran ce com pan ies an d other fin an ­ 
cial in stitution s an d corporation s to 
the people of th e l’uiled States an d 
for the most part to the wage earn in g 
classes 
an d

What Free Silver Would De. 
As s last resort to save the party 
from overwhelming defeat next No­ 
vember, the democrats in national 
convention assembled at Chicago this 
week, have dedared for free silver. 
This position baa been taken to force 
the financial question to the froht in 
order to draw attention from the dis­ 
astrous record of the party in man­ 
aging the affairs of government for 
the past four years. 
And it is not 
strange, for they have been the dark­ 
est period in the history of the coun­ 
try, and unless democracy can blind 
the voters with the cheap money cry, 
it will be swept from governmental 
control by an avalanche of votes. But 
the people will not forget thai de­ 
mocracy took control of affairs with 
the country in a prosperous condition, 
with work pleoty, trade expanding, 
ample revenue to conduct (he gov­ 
ernment, and everybody prosperous 
and happy. In four short years the 
public debt has been increased 262 
millions of dollars, property has de­ 
creased in value many times more 
than the entire cost of four years of 
dvil war, revenues are inadequate to 
pay the expenses of government, la­ 
bor is scare, poorly paid, and linable 
to enjoy the comforts of life, and for­ 
eign commerce even has greatly de­ 
creased. Is it any wonder that de­ 
mocrats seek to draw public atten­ 
tion away from such a record? They 
fooled the voters four years ago with 
the cry of high taxes, and now in 
order to again fool the people and 
secure a new hold on the reins of 
government, they have adopted the 
populist ic idea of the free coinage 
of silver aka ratio of 16 to I. 
Now 
let as see what free coinage would 
do. The last four years of democratic 
incompetency have been frightful, 
but they are a pleasant dream com­ 
pared with the hideous night-mare 
that would be produced by the free 
coinage of silver. The Pioneer Press 
of Sunday in the following editorial 
enumerates some of the calamities 
that free coinage would produce: 
We stated yesterday some of the 
things that free silver would do. 
It would drag our country down to 
the single silver standard, which is 
everywhere associated with a low 
state of civilization and prevails only 
in the most unprogressive countries 
in the world, in which commerce and 
industry are iu a primitive or back­ 
ward state of development. There is 
not now a progressive commercial 
nation in the world which has not 
adopted the gold standard. Silver is 
the standard money only of the semi- 
barbaric countries, of China, 
of 
Mexico, of the Central American 
states, and a few of the old Spanish 
possessions. In Europe it survive 
only m Spain, Bulgaria. Servia, and 
partially in Turkey. In degrading our 
currency to the level of these half­ 
civilized silver using countries, with 
which we have little intercourse, it 
would handicap us in our trans­ 
actions with all the great commercial 
countries of the world. Our entire 
trade with all the silver using coun­ 
tries is about $28,000,000 a year. It is 
ovar $800,000,000 a year with the 
gold standard nations. Free silver 
would thus place qs at a permanent 
disadvantage in the competitions of 
international trade with all the other 
commercial countries. 
We said yasterday, too, that by a 
law as resistless as that of gravita­ 
tion the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to I would expel all our 
$620,000,000 gold from circulation in 
this country and reduce the value of 
all our silver and paper currency, 
amounting to about $1,200,000,000, to 
but little over $600,000,000 m gold 
value. All the holders of this money 
would suffer this loss in the transi­ 
tion from the gold to the silver stand­ 
ard. Bot this is * trifle in comparison 
to the havoc it would play with us 
in other directions. 
Free silver woald cutdown to nearly 
one half their present valse the vast 
aggregate of debts which the finan­ 
cial institutions of this country owe 
to the wage earners and to the people 
of small means in America. 
The 
advocates of free silver address their 
main arguments to the dishonest co- 
pidity of debtors. They unblushingly 
maintain that it woald be to the inter­ 
est of the debtor class to be able to 
swindle their creditors out of 50 cents 
on the dollar by paying them iD depre­ 
ciated silver money. They assume 
that these creditors are the banks 
and the great financial institutions of 
the country. Never was there a great­ 
er mistake than this. These banks 
and financial institutions are merely 
the custodians of other 
people’s 
dloney. The savings banks, the na­ 
tional, state and private banks, trust, 
insurance, building and loan associa­ 
tions in their furious forms owe to the 
wsge earners of this country sud to 
the people of small means, or mainly 
to them, the colossal aggregate of 
nearly $16,000,000,000—sixteen billion 
dollars, By far the larger proportion 
of this enormous total is owed to 
mechanics and farmers, to men and 
women who live on their wages or 
salaries, or who do some some small 
business, and whose surplus earnings 
are invested in these various forms. 
Free silver would strike down one- 
half the value of all their deposits, 
policies, trust finds and other invest­ 
ments. 
Going to Secretary Carlisle's speech 
at Chicago for details, the following 
starting facts are presented: The 
national backs, for example, owe $1,- 
701,653,521 to 1,929,340 depositors of 
whom 1,724,000 have less than $1,000 
to their credit, showing that the vast 
majority are people of small means. 
Mr. J. M. Crowell starts for Elbow 
Lake, Minnesota, next week, to get I The savings banks of this oountry owe 
his threshing machine in order for I $1,810,597,000 to 4,875,000 depositors, 
the fall threshing. 
U. N. O. 
* or an average of $371 to each deposi 


tor—almost all the savings of labor-* 
ing men. The state and private banks 
and trust companies owe $1,340,868,- 
000 to 1,600,000 people. The insur­ 
ance companies of all kinds, including 
the mutual ben fit, assessment, co-op­ 
erative sad fraternal companies, owe 
their policy holders and members the 
vast total of $9,387,628,259. In addi­ 
tion to all this the industrial companies 
of the United States have a members- 
ship of 6,919,598, with insurance 
amounting to $816,650,078. The build­ 
ing and loan associations owe their 
1,800,000 shareholders $600,000,000 
These are the financial institutions 
which deal directly with the masses 
of the people and are the custodians 
and investors of their money. These 
ire the great debtor institutions of the 
oountry, aud they owe in the aggre­ 
gate to the people of this country, 
moat of them poor people, or people 
in very moderate circumstances, near­ 
ly sixteen billions of dollars. 
Free 
silver woald enable them to pay all 
these millions of depositors and policy 
holders in depreciated coin, worth 
half the good money put into their 
vaults by the working people of this 
oountry. It would swindle the work­ 
ing people of America, throagh their 
agency, out of $8,000,000,000—a aum 
exceeding twelve times the capital 
stock of all the national banks in 
America. 
The debtor class, who would be bene­ 
fited by the ability to pay their debts at 
50 cents on the dollar, consists mainly 
of the financial institutions we have 
enumerated and of the people to 
whom they have loaned the money 
deposited with them or paid over to 
them in the shape of premiums on in­ 
surance policies. These borrowers are 
not the mechanics and wage-earners 
or even the farmers, except in a very 
limited way. They are mainly the 
merchants and manufacturers of the 
country, the men who have to borrow 
money to carry on their interprises. 
The railroad companies owe the 
people of this country and of Europe 
about $11,000,000,000 on the stocks 
and bonds purchased largely by people 
of small means to furnish the money 
for their constnction and operation. 
It is safe to say that folly three-quart­ 
ers of the vast aggregate of debte in 
this country is owed by the banks and 
insurance companies and other finan­ 
cial institutions and corporations to 
the people of theUniled States and 
for the most part to the wage earning 
classes and the small tradesmen. 
These debts are probably ten to one 
of those owed by mechanics and 
farmers. 
Why do not this great body of 
debtors join in the dishonest clamor 
for an opportunity to swindle their 
creditors? If there were no other 
reason there is a commanding one of 
self-interest which towers above all 
other considerations. And this rea­ 
son is that every debtor woald lose 
infinitely more than he would gain 
by the swindle. 
Before he reached 
the day when it would be lawful for 
him to nay his debts at 50 cents on 
the dollar he woald have to pass 
throagh a hell-fire of universal liq­ 
uidation and bankruptcy to get there 
—a fire which would burn up all the 
assets and resources which might 
have been otherwise available to pay 
his debts. 
Just as soon as it became 
manifest that there was any reason­ 
able ground to apprehend that a pres­ 
ident and congress would be elected 
likely to favor the free coinage of 
silver, a panic woald set in, the pro­ 
portions and disastrous consequnces 
of which cannot be measured before 
hand. It would be as much worse 
than that of 1893 as a tornado is more 
destructive than a gale. All loans of 
every kind would at once be called in 
as soon as they matured. 
All the 
American securities 
now held in

a hundred times more difficult to raise 
50 cents under the conditions which 
even the menace of free coinage would 
bring upon the oountry than to raise 
a hundred cents before the madmen 
whom he trusted, brought these ca­ 
lamities upon the country.

Largely a Question of Freight. 
The principal reason why the highly 
piyilized and commercial nations have 
gradually abandoned silver and adopted 
the gold'standard is that value for value 
silver is 80 times as heavy as gold. So 
that if the cheaper metal were used to 
settle balances in trading between two 
poultries or between distant points of 
the same country it would cost 80 times 
move to transfer it than if payment wag 
made in gold. The foolish idea that 
business men have conspired to discredit 
the white metal in order to increase the 
value of gold is merely a cheap money 
delusion. Merchants and bankers are in­ 
terested in having the best possible ma­ 
terial for use in measuring values and 
making exchanges, and the fact that in 
millions of transactions the handling of 
money the greater weight of silver meant 
a larger cost of transporting it was of it­ 
self a sufficient reason why gold should 
be preferred. 
Left to themselves, men always choose 
the easiest known method of doing any­ 
thing. Since it is far easier to use a sub­ 
stance having great value in small bulk 
than one 30 or 60 times heavier, it is 
only natural th a \ whenever it ig pos­ 
sible to secure sufficient gold, that meta] 
should be used instead of silver. Wood 
is now generally used instead of steel 
for bicycle rims because it is lighter. 
Steelites who should claim that the 
wood conspirators had demonetised steel 
rims would be laughed a t 
Yet their 
arguments would be just as sound as 
those of the silverite^.

Of the various chemicals used for 
killing Canada thistles, common salt 
has 
proved 
most 
satisfactory. If 
used alone, It must be applied with a 
liberal hand—sufficient to kill all vege­ 
tation. In connection with stock, how­ 
ever, particularly sheep, a less amount 
—usually a amati handful upon each 
plant—has been found effective. The 
salt Mils tim plant at the point of 
contect, as "well as all other plants 
which attem pt ta start at that place, 
while the constant trampling of the 
ground by . the stock so compacts it 
that other bionts are not apt to start 
from -tto'Jrsttts. I have seen 
eoui- 
p la int* tbgFmuiching was not ail ef­ 
fective remedy, but am inclined to 
th i e f ’thfe'Operation could not have 
been thoroughly done. 
In May, last year, I had barnyard 
manure applied to a patch of thistles 
about a rod square. A few days later 
an examination showed that a few 
plants around the edge, where 
the 
manure 
was 
thin, 
were 
coming 
through. Another load was put on, 
covering the thistles a foot deep and 
extending a foot or more beyond the 
patch on all sides. On the first day 
of 
August the manure was 
taken 
away. The thistles were dead and 
decayed, root and top, and none have 
ainee made their appearance at that 
place. Another patch of larger ex­ 
tent was effectually killed in a similar 
manner. Spudding is a method best 
adapted to lawns and meadows. In 
places where there is a heavy sod, so 
that the tendency to sprout Is not 
very strong, spudding will usually kill 
the thistles in a single season, and 
oftener in a shorter time. The patch 
should be gone over as often as once 
a week. A large, thickly set patch 
Is best subdued with the plow. The 
work may be done at any time, but 
is 
most effective in the season 
of 
most 
rapid 
growth. The 
plowing 
should be done as often as the thistles 
begin to make their appearance, usual­ 
ly at intervals of from one to three 
weeks, according to the vigor of the 
thistles and the state of the weather. 
If the work has been well done, as 
often as necessary, 
no straggling 
thistles being left at any time, the 
thistles will probably all be dead lie- 
fore the end of the summer, and the 
land left in exoelent condition for some 
fall crop. Success will depend large­ 
ly on the nature of the soil. I have 
seen a patch 
on 
heavy 
destroyed 
completely by one plowing and an 
occasional 
cultivation 
afterward, 
w hile another (latch on muck requir­ 
ed unremitting effort during an en­ 
tire season. Another method, which 
Is the best of all where only small 
scattering patches exist, is to plow the 
land in the ordinary way and plant 
it to corn. Give extra good cultivation 
and cut deeply with the hoe, or bet­ 
ter still, pull with the hand every 
plant which the cultivator has missed. 
The thistles will come thick and fast 
for the first few weeks, but the culti­ 
vation soon weakens them. and as 
the corn begins to shade the ground! 
and extract its moisture, the thistles! 
cease coming, and long before the end! 
of the season, if the work is well! 
done, they will all be dead.—A. A J 
Croier, Michigan Agricultural Eperi-j 
ment Station.

It starts slowly at filet, but 
makes a very rapid growth as soon 
aa It Is wen established and the 
weather becomes hot. it is not like­ 
ly that yon woald succeed ta seed­ 
ing to clover and timothy with this 
crop. except In rare eases. Tile grass 
seeds woald start nicely, but the mil­ 
let tlUcrs so profusely, grows so rapid­ 
ly, and shades the ground and rolls 
it of moisture to such an etent that it 
usually crowds out the grasses and 
clover.—B ural New-Yorker.

B a rley an d My* fo r L ate F anfare. 
Two 
alternatives 
present 
them­ 
selves to the man who keeps dairy 
stock and depends entirely upon pas­ 
ture for his cows during the summer 
months. He must either keep fewer 
animals than his fields can support 
during the early mouths of the sum­ 
mer, or his cows will suffer and the 
profits of his business be lost. The 
system of partial soiling is the remedy 
for the difficulty. For the latter part 
of summer or the early autumn, Giant 
sweet corn, or some large growing 
variety of dent corn, is best adapted 
to soiling. 
As corn is liable to be injured by 
frost in northern latitudes, it is neces­ 
sary to provide some other kind of 
forage. One of the cheapest and 
most economical ways is to seed the 
cornfield to barley and winter rye just 
before the corn is cultivated for the 
last 
time. On rich soils sow 
two 
bushels and one-half bushel of rye to 
the acre. Sow the seed by hand. A 
small hand seeding machine can be 
used if it is thought best. A large 
amount of green forage can be raised 
in this way, os it will keep green and 
fresh until late in the autumn. 
As soon as tile corn has ripened 
cut it, and when perfectly dry remove 
and put it into a stack or a barn. The 
corn ran then be husked at leisure. 
As soon as the fodder 
is 
removed 
from the field, turn the cows In. If 
the growth Is rank, allow the animals 
to remain but a few hours each day 
until they are accustomed to the feed. 
The last week of June or the first of 
July is about the best time to sow 
this seed. If the season is at all fav­ 
orable, there will be a good growth 
by the time the corn Is removed.— 
Lewis Olsen in Orange Judd Farmer.

According to Rev. C. O. D. Me*Till of 
Betoil, Wis., who has made a careful 
study of potato-growing on the Island 
of Jersey, where an average cash re­ 
turn of $260 per acre is secured for all 
tile land in potatoes on the island, the 
growers there reduce the whole ques­ 
tion of cultivation to the simple princi­ 
ple of keeping the soil level, deeply 
loose and mellow and wholly free of 
weeds. When the toils are four or five 
inches high the soil is gone over with 
the folk aud carefully and deeply 
| loosened, and later a little Ss drawn 
I about the plants with the hoe, not hid­ 
ing the plants but merely drawing an 
Inch or two of dirt about the liauhu. 
In some of the larger fields a horse Is 
used with a deep-tootlied cultivator for 
loosening the soil. but the favorite tool 
is the liand-fork. Level culture Is 
given, and the field, tieing without 
furrows or ridges, there is no wash, 
and all moist ore sinks into the ground 
where It falls. Cultivation is so thor 
ough aud continued that the weeds pre 
few and easily controlled, and after 
oue thorough forking and boeing the 
tops cover the ground nnd no further 
cultivation is necessary. There are no 
potato bugs, the worms are said to be 
killed by guano which is generally 
used as a fertilizer ,and scab is pre­ 
vented by planting whole tubers In 
very mellow soil that is habitually 
kept so. 


F resh M aaare Beat. 
There are many arguments In favor 
of applying barnyard manure in the 
fresh form, and but few can be brought 
against it, says Prof. Shaw, in the 
New York Fanner. It may be that In 
the fresh form it is uot in condition to 
be taken up readily by some kinds of 
plants. For instance, it has been no­ 
ticed that manure in the unreduced 
fonn is not readily taken up by a crap 
of mangels. Iii such instances, it may 
lie applied the year before, and if ap­ 
plied in the autumn previous and then 
plowed under, there will be considera 
tile reduction before the mangels are 
planted. 
Again it Is urged that when long 
manure is plowed under in the spring, 
or eren in the autumn, to be followed 
by a crop of grain, that it keeps the 
soil so open that It is injurious rather 
than helpful. That is true, but there is 
no necessity of applying manure thus. 
And yet agaiu It is urged that when 
manure is reduced before applying it, 
the breeding of bacteria, which pro­ 
mote the welfare of vegetation, is 
more rapid and complete. It may be, 
doubtless it is, more rapid, but is it 
more complete in the end? 
I am most unhesitatingly in favor of 
applying barnyard manure as soon as 
it can be got upou the land. Inatten­ 
tion to this costs the United States 
many millions of dollars every year. 


P rn tfC tiM fo r I’otatnr*. 
Early potatoes in the garden may be 
protected against potato bugs and flea- 
beetles by a board at each side of the 
row covered with netting, as shown in 


P la a tla a ; Crop* to C n ltlv a te. 
The spring bas been quite wet, as 
everybody knows. It may be that the 
summer will be quite dry. In fact, 
such extremes of weather often follow 
each other, thougn not always. But 
the possibility that it may lie so should 
put us on our guard. There is yet time 
to plant corn, sorghum, rape and other 
crops that we can cultivate. Let us be 
diligent and get them into the ground 
in time, for if we once get them started 
they can stand periods of drought bet­ 
ter than other crops. And it may be 
that the weather has delayed the sow­ 
ing of some grain crops unduly. Prob­ 
ably it has. It may have been neces­ 
sary to omit them altogether. Tlieu be 
diligent and get in some crop instead 
that can be cultivated. It may be that 
we will reap a better return from the 
cultivated crop than could have been 
obtained from the other. If so, then 
we have lost nothing from the frustrat­ 
ing of our plans. Put in hoed Clops. 
Thej- are good for the stock, good for 
the eleauing of the land, good for the 
pocket, and good for the crop that 
comes later.—Northwestern Earner.

I 
rare not how pronounced the roughage 
may be. lf it be cut and cured in time 
and in good order, it may be profitably 
fed by mixing with it any one of the 
numerous concentrated foods, which 
can usually be procured at low prices 
in the inarkeL I heartily advocate the 
raising of such crops as oats and peas, 
cowpeas, corn, rye, barley, etc., aa fod­ 
der crops, and believe everything 
should be saved for silo or mow, and 
Iran through a first-class power cutter. 
This la not the day in which we can 
afford to waste any portion of the 
crops, whether It be corn fodder in sec­ 
tions where the grain only la sought. 
br swamp grass on the thousands of 
acres of undrained eastern swamps. 
In the hitter case if the grass be cut 
very early and eared green, a second 
crop may be secured from the same 
plat before cold weather, and the re­ 
sult win be hay of very fair quality.

A sallow, almost yel­ 
low, complexion, glassy eyes, with thel 
pupils contracted to an almost inrtnia 
tesimal point, stooped shoulders and sn 
general air of lassitude betray the ab­ 
sorption of either pills or powder. The 
first effects of the drug are stimulating, 
rendering the victim garrulous. Jubi­ 
lant, optimistic and at times even bril­ 
liant to a degree. This may account] 
for its popularity among the debug 
tan tea and belles of more mature 
years. With the reaction, however, 
comes that “tired feeling.” which stum­ 
er or later ends disastrously.-- Newt 
Journal.

plainta Uiqt mulching was not an <*f- 
fective retmsly. but am ln«»Ilned to 
thllflc' ’the ‘ operation could not have 
l**«*n Hiorougldy done.

Walker was reached shortly after IO 
o’eloek, when ai moat the emirecrowd 
repaired to the picnic grenade, a short 
distance above the town. Prepara­ 
tions were at once made by the 
Episcopal ladies to serve dinner, bot 
while these perorations wert* going 
on appropriate Fourth of July ser­ 
vices were conducted in a stand 
erected for that purpose by the peo­ 
ple ot W itter. Mayor P. H. AlcOarry 
called the assemblage to order and 
made a few patriotic remarks suitable 
to the occasion, after which Rev. C. B.

The excursion party was met 
at the Idle shore by the entire popula­ 
tion of the reservation who bad turned 
out en masse. 
A party of about 
twenty-five Indians were mounted on 
ponies and attired in all the gandy 
finery whioh the Indian nature loves 
so well, They had their faces painted 
in the hideous manner of old time war 
parties and rode about aud flourished 
weapons in a manner too reckless to 
be comfortable. They would retire 
to the woods at intervals and then 
with a whoop and a hurrah ride into 
the reservation town in imitation of 
tho manner of attack of Indians in 
times gone by on frontier settlements. 
They also treated the excursionists to 
so exhibition of war dancing, and 
councils of war were held aud Indian 
oratory indulged in. 
'The crowd 
scattered through the streets, tents 
sud buildings of the reservation, ob­ 
serving the Indian character and 
mode of living until the hoarse 
whistles of the bouts notified them 
(hat if was tim® to return, The In­ 
dows had also arranged a programme 
of aporia here to amuse their visitors, 
but the time was so short that only a 
portion of a gams of La Crosse, played 
by six Indiana on a side, was enjoyed. 
The ride back on the lake was equally 
delightful, hut consumed so much 
time that the party barely had time to 
disembark aud get on the train before 
it was tiro» Jo start for home. The 
return trip was made in about the 
aam® tim®, and Brainerd was reached 
in time fur the excursionists to enjoy 
the fireworks in the evening. 
Too much cannot be said in praise 
of the excellent manner in which the 
affair was arranged by the people of 
the Episcopal church, aud we are 
pleased to state that, notwithstanding* 
the celebration in the city, the church 
will clear more than $250 by the 
venture.

Mr. McCleary'* speech on this point! 
The original hill was prepared in the 
treasury department in th# winter- of 
1869.70b by John Jay Knox, than deputy 
comptroller ct the currency, under the 
direction of George 8. fioutwell, then 
secretary cf the treasury. The laws re­ 
lating to the mint had not been revised 
tor more than a generation, and much 
confusion existed. This bill was largely 
a codification of existing law, with such 
Improvements as experience suggested. 
The Aret draft of the bill was sub­ 
mitted to leading experts on coinage 
and currency in this country, and to 
pome in Europe. In this way the views 
cf more than 80 men were obtained. 
Their answers were transmitted to the 
house in June; 1870, as a supplementary 
report on the bill The consensus of 
opinion of thew experts, and of those 
who discussed the bill in congress, was 
that it was simply to recognise legally 
what had practically existed, since the 
aot of 18St made gold the single stand­ 
ard of value and made silver subsidiary 
and legal tender only for sums not ox- 
seeding $6. 
The bill ss introduced distinctly dis­ 
continued the silver dollar. One of tho 
Sight headings to the divisions in the 
reports accompanying the bill was as 
follows: “(8) DISCONTINUANCE OF 
BIL VER DOLLAR. ” This was printed 
In capitals. The discontinuance of the 
silver dollar was specifically referred to 
In four places in this report 
Contrary to tho suppositions and 
statmnants of many leading free silver- 
Ites, the old standard dollar of 419% 
grains was never in the coinage bin 
passed in 1878, and therefore it could 
pot, as they allege, have been omitted 
surreptitionsly. In May, 1892, a silver 
dollar containing 884 grains was in­ 
troduced into the bill. Like the silver 
half dollars it did not have “free coin­ 
age” or fall tender. This was tho dol­ 
ls/ which wm afterward dropped cut of 
the bill and in plaoe of whioh tho trade 
dollar of 420 grains, with unlimited coin­ 
age; but limited tender, w m substituted. 
From the contemporary records it is 
clear that the bill w m before congress 
for about three years; that it w m print­ 
ed ll times separately and twice in re­ 
ports of the comptroller of the currency; 
that it WM considered at length by tho 
finanoe committee of the senate and by 
tho coinage committee of the house dur­ 
ing five different sessions; that it was 
carefully debated in both houses, the 
debates in the senate occupying 66 col­ 
umna mid those in the house occupying 
f 8 columns of The Congressional Globe, 
end it finally passed substantially as it 
was originally introduced.

in the original report accompanying the

nonuses'on the bm itself. 
Thera doubtless were persona in both 
houses who did not pay attention to 
either tho report or the discussions, for 
at that time such subjects were regard­ 
ed as of interest only to experts, but it 
certainly cannot be truthfully said that 
they did not have full opportuuitv to 
snow ail atxmt it. 
Sofar aa concerns the coinage of gold 
and silver, there were just two impor­ 
tant provisions in the aot of 1878-—name­ 
ly, the unlimited coinage of gold end 
the limited ooinsgs of eilver. Both of 
these provisions have endured and will 
endure; because, as I have shown al­ 
ready, this Is the only way in which we 
oan have tbs use of both metals m money 
st the earns time. And though some 
very excellent gentlemen in congreet in 
1878, when the wave of “free silver” 
threatened to overwhelm every one op­ 
posed to it, may have said some foolish 
things about the aot of 1878, it ie a sig­ 
nificant fact that not a single Republican 
of those quoted m saying these things 
unless he li-ee in a silver producing 
State, hM ever voted to repeal th* essen­ 
tial provisions of the aot of 1878 above 
cited. Except ae to the trade dollar 
(which WM inserted m a special conces­ 
sion to the silver producers), the aot of 
1878, baaed upon the experience of cen­ 
turies, framed by men pre*eminent for 
ability and integrity, discussed in all 
its phases during the three years when 
it w m before congress, will be recorded 
in history m one cf the wisest and beet 
pieoes at legislation ever enacted by the 
congress of the United Ste tea Its de­ 
tails may be changed, hut its funda­ 
mental principles will endure. 
Oooastanalij we hear a man ask, 
••Why didn’t the newspapers say mots 
about th# sot at the time of its paMagsT’* 
The answer is plain. It was because of 
their being newspapers, not ancient his­ 
tories. There wm nothing new in prin­ 
ciple or practice in the bill It wm 
largely a re-euaotment of existing law, 
properly codified. Why did the bill give 
gold unlimited coinage and tender? Be­ 
cause all mint laws in existence did sa 
Rliy didjt restrict the coinage of sub 
sidhuy silver and limit its tender to $8? 
Because them were the provisions of the 
bot of Feb. 21, 1858. Why did it omit 
from coinage the old standard silver 
dollar? Because that had been the intent 
of the aot of 1658. In 1668 the dollar 
wm entirely out of circulation, and no 
attempt wm made to bring it book into 
circulation. Why did it make the gold 
dollar the unit of value? Because it had 
really been the metallic unit sinoe 1884. 
And this WM the avowed intention of 
the aot of 1868. 
The truth was that In 1879 the silver 
dollar wm worth for bullion 8% cents 
mere than the gold dollar and that sli­ 
ver dollars had not boon in circulation 
for many yearn As Congressman Hoop­ 
er said on April 9, 1872, when discus,* 
jug the silver dollar i “Itfioesfiot circu­ 
late now In commercial transactions 
With any country, and the convenience 
of these manufacturers in this respect 
can better be met by supplying small 
•tamped bare of the same standard, 
avoiding the useless expense of coining 
ihe dollar tor that purpose. ” 
And Mr. Kelley, who is reported as 
having said afterward that he “did net 
know that the hill omitted the standard 
•liver dollar,” said on this same day: 
”It ie impossible to retain the doable 
Standard. The values ofnold and silver 
Continually fluctuate. You cannot de­ 
termine this year what will be the rela­ 
tive values of gold and silver next year. 
They were 15 to I a abort time sgo. 
They arc 18 to I now. 
•’Hance all experience hM shown that 
yon must have one standard ooln which 
•hall ba a legal tender for all others, 
and than you may promote your domes­ 
tic oonveoienrc by having a subsidiary 
min airn ct silver, whioh shall circulate 
in all parte of your country m legal ten­ 
der for a limited amount and be re­ 
deemable at its face value by your gov­ 
ernment” 
In another place in the aam* sp—ch 
Mr. Kelley laid, “Every ooln that Ie not 
gold is subsidiary. ” 
Even Mr. Stewart then m now a sen­ 
ator from Nevada, said on Feb. 90, 1874: 
“By this process we shall coma to 
specie bMia, and when the laboring 
man receives a dollar in will have tho 
purohMing power of a dollar and he 
will not be called upon to do what ta 
impossible for him or the producing 
classes to do, figure upon the exchanges* 
figure upon the fluctuations, figure upon 
the gambling in New York. But be 
will know what his money is worth. 
Gold is th# universal standard ct the 
world. Everybody knows what a dollar 
Ingold is worth.” 
Th# remarks of Mr. Kelley in the 
house In 1879, and thoro of Senator 
Stewart in 1874 abow that at that time. 
before th# tremendous output of silver 
turned men’s heads, there w m practi­ 
cally undivided opinion on the subject. 
The bill had been before congree* three 
years, it had been repeatedly discussed, 
there wm nothing new or startling in 
it, and hence there WM no call for any 
extended notice of its passage. 
But the facts are seen to be that the 
bill WM passed openly and honeetly. I* 
embodies the principles of sound mint­ 
age, and it undoubtedly saved us from 
going to a silver bMis on the resumption 
of specie payments. And, therefore, the 
men who framed it and these who passed 
it deserve and. will receive the grateful 
thanks of ouxWves and our posterity. 
After becoming acquainted with the 
facts how ridiculous seems the following 
Statement from Coin’s Financial School: 
“In the language of Senator Daniel bf 
Virginia, it (the act of 1878) Boe ms to 
have gone through congress ‘like th* 
silent tread of a cat ’ ” Yet this is but 
a sample of the false statements made 
by most of the leading silveritas. The 
following summary of procedure indi­ 
cates how “like the silent tread of n 
oat” the act of 1878 stole through con­ 
gress:

The 
return trip was made in abo ut the 
same time, aud Brainerd was leached 
in time fo r the excursio nists to enjo y 
the firewo rks in the ev ening. 
To o much canno t be said in praise 
o f the ejo ellent manner in which the 
affair was arranged by the peo ple o f 
the Episo o pal church, aud we are 
pleased to state that, no twithstanding 
the celebratio n in the city, the church 
will clear mo re than $250 by the 
v enture.

lating to th© mint had uo t been rwised 
fo r mo re than a generatio n, and much 
co nfusio n existed. This bill was largely 
a co dificatio n o f existing law, with such 
Impro v ement© as experience suggv sted. 
The first draft o f the bill was sub 
tnitted to leading expo rts o u co inag© 
and currency in this co untry, and to 
so me Ln Euro pe. In this way th© v iews 
o f mo re than 80 m©n were o btained. 
Their answers were transm itted to th© 
ho use in June, 1870, as a supplementary 
repo rt o n the bill. 
The co nsensus o f 
o pinio n o f these experts, and o f tho se 
who discussed the bill in co ngress, was 
that it was simply to reco gnise legally

Co ntrary to the suppo aitio us and 
statement© o f many leading free sil v ér­ 
ités, th© o ld standard do llar o f 413 % 
grains was nev er in the co inage bill 
passed in 1878, and therefo re it co uld 
po t, as they allege, hav e been o mitted 
surreptitio usly. In May , 1893, a silv er 
do llar co ntaining 8 8 4 grains w;m in­ 
tro duced into th© bill. 
Like the silv er 
half do llars it did no t hav e “ free co in­ 
age” or full t©iul*T. This was tho do l­ 
lar which wa« afterward dro pped o ut o f 
th© bill and in place o f which the trade 
do llar o f 430 grain» , with unlimited co in­ 
age, but limited tender, was substituted. 
Fro m the co ntempo rary reco rds it is 
clear that the bill wa« befo re co ngress 
fo r about three y ear» ; that it was print­ 
ed 11 tim« s separately and twice in re­ 
po rt« o f tbe co mptro ller o f the currency ; 
that it wa« co nsidered at length by th© 
finance 00m mit tee o f th« senate and by 
the co inage co mmittee o f th« 
house du r­ 
ing liv e different sessio ns ; th a t it was 
carefully debated in bo th 
houses, the 
debates in the *©nate occupy ing 66 co l­ 
umns and tho se in the hou** o ccupying 
f 8 co lumns o f The Congressional Glo be, 
and It finally passed 
substantially a« it 
was originally introduced. 
Ev ery fea­

in the original report accompany ing the

What Free Silver Would Do. 
As a last resort to save the party 
from overwhelming defeat next No­ 
vember, the democrats in national 
convention assembled at Chicago this 
week, have declared for free silver. 
This position has been taken to force 
the financial question to the front in 
order to draw attention from the dis­ 
astrous record of the party in man­ 
aging the affairs of government for 
the past four years. 
And it is not 
strange, for they have been the dark­ 
est period in the history of the coun­ 
try, and unless democracy can blind 
the voters with the cheap money cry, 
it will be swept from governmental 
control by au avalanche of votes. But 
the people will not forget that de­ 
mocracy took control of affairs with 
the country in a prosperous condition, 
with work plenty, trade expanding, 
ample revenue to conduct the gov­ 
ernment, and everybody prosperous 
and happy. 
In four short years the 
public debt has been increased 262 
millions of dollars, property has de­ 
creased in value many times more 
than the entire cost of four years of 
civil war, revenues are inadequate to 
pay the expenses of government, la­ 
bor is scare, poorly paid, and unable 
to enjoy the comforts of life, and for­ 
eign commerce even has greatly de­ 
creased. 
Is it any wonder that de­ 
mocrats seek to draw public atten­ 
tion away from such a record? 
They 
fooled the voters four years ago with 
the cry of high taxes, and now in 
order to again fool the people aud 
secure a new hold on the reins of 
government, they have adopted the 
populistic idea of the free coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. 
Now 
let us see what free coinage would 
do. The last four years of democratic 
incompetency have been frightful, 
but they are a pleasant dream com­ 
pared with the hideous night-mare 
that would bo produced by the free 
coinage of silver. 
The Pioneer Press 
of Sunday in the following editorial 
enumerates some of the calamities 
that free coinage would produce: 
We stated yesterday some of the 
things that free silver 
would do. 
It would drag our country down to 
the single silver standard, which is 
everywhere 
associated with a low 
state of civilization and prevails only 
in the most unprogressive countries 
in the world, in which commerce and 
industry are iu a primitive or back­ 
ward state of development. 
There is 
not now a progressive commercial 
nation in the world which has not 
adopted the gold standard. 
Silver is 
the standard money only of the semi- 
barharic 
countries, 
of China, 
of 
Mexico, of 
the Central 
American 
states, and a few of the old Spanish 
possessions. 
In Europe it survives 
only in Spain, Bulgaria. Servia, aud 
partially in Turkey. Iu degrading our 
currency to the level of these half­ 
civilized silver using countries, with 
which we have little intercourse, it 
would handicap us 
iu our trans­ 
actions with all the great commercial 
countries of the world. Our entire 
trade with all the silver using coun­ 
tries is about $28,000,000 a year. It is 
over $800,000,000 a year with the 
gold standard nations. Free silver 
would thus place us at a permanent 
disadvantage in the competitions of 
international trade with all the other 
commercial countries. 
We said yesterday, too, t^at by a 
law as resistless as that of gravita­ 
tion the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 would expel all our 
$620,000,000 gold from circulation iu 
this country and reduce the value of 
all our silver aud paper currency, 
amounting to about $1,200,000,000, to 
but little over $600,000,000 in gold 
value. All the holders of this money 
would suffer this loss iu the transi­ 
tion from the gold to the silver stand­ 
ard. But this is a trifle in comparison 
to the havoc it would play with us 
iu other directions. 


Free silver would cut down to nearly 
one half their present value the vast 
aggregate of debts which the finan­ 
cial institutions of this country owe 
to the wage earners and to the people 
of small means in America. 
The 
advocates of free silver address their 
main arguments to the dishonest cu­ 
pidity of debtors. 
They unblushiDgly 
maintain that it would be to the inter­ 
est of the debtor class to be able to 
swindle their creditors out of 5' cents 
on the dollar by paying them iD depre­ 
ciated silver money. 
They assume 
that these creditors are the banks 
and the great financial institutions of 
the country. 
Never was there a great­ 
er mistake than this, 
Those banks 
and financial institutions are merely 
the custodians of other 
people's 
iiloney. 
The savings banks, the na­ 
tional, state and private banks, trust, 
insurance, building and loan associa­ 
tions ia their various forms owe to the 
wage earners of this country and to 
the people of small moans, or mainly 
to them, the colossal aggregate of 
nearly $16,000,000,000—sixteen billion 
dollars 
By far the larger proportion 
of this enormous total is owed to 
mechanics and farmers, to men and 
women who live on their wages or 
salaries, or who do some some small 
business, and whose surplus earnings 
are invested in these various forms. 
Free silver would strike down one- 
half the value of all their deposits, 
policies, trust fxnds and other mvest- 
mentjB. 
Going to Secretary Carlisle's speech 
at Chicago for details, the following 
starting facta are 
presented: 
The 
national banks, for example, owe $1,- 
701,653,521 to 1,929,340 depositors of 
whom 1,724.000 have less than $1,000 
to their credit, showing that th* vast 
majority are people of small means. 
The savings banks of this country owe 
$1,810,597,000 to 4,8 15,000 depositors, 
or an average of $371 to each deposi­ 


tor—almost all the savings of labor- 1 
ing men. The state and private banks 
and trust companies owe $1,340,858,- 
000 to 1,500,000 people. 
The insur­ 
ance companies of all kinds, including 
the mutual benfit, assessment, co-oj.- 
erative aad fraternal companies, owe 
their policy holders aud members the 
vast total of $9,387,528,259. 
Iu addi­ 
tion to allthisthe industrial companies 
of the United States have a members- 
ship of 6,919,598, 
with 
insurance 
amounting to $816,650,078. The build­ 
ing and loan associations owe their 
1,800,000 shareholders 
$500,(XX),000 
These are the financial institutions 
which deal directly with the masses 
of the people ami are the custodians 
aud investors of their money. 
These 
are the great debtor institutions of the 
country, and they owe in the aggre­ 
gate to the people of this country, 
most of them poor people, or people 
in very moderate circumstanoes, near­ 
ly sixteen billions of dollars. 
Free 
silver would enable them to pay all 
these millions of depositors and policy 
holders in depreciated coin, worth 
half the good money put into their 
vaults by the working people of this 
country. 
It would swindle the work­ 
ing people of America, through their 
agency, out. of $8,(HX>,000,000 a sum 
exceeding twelve times the capital 
stock of all the 
national banks in 
America. 
The debtor class, who would be bene­ 
fited by the ability to pay their debts at 
50 cents on the dollar, consists mainly 
of the financial institutions we have 
enumerated 
and of the people 
to 
whom they have loaned the money 
deposited with them or paid over to 
them in the shape of premiums ou in­ 
surance policies. These borrowers are 
not the mechanics and wage-earners 
or even the farmers, except io a very 
limited way. 
They are mainly the 
merchants and manufacturers of the 
country, the men who have to borrow 
mouey to carry on their interprises. 
The railroad companies owe the 
people of this country and of Europe 
about $11,(XH),(XXJ,(HX) ou the stocks 
and bonds purchased largely by people 
of small meaus to furnish the mouey 
for their constuction and operation. 
It is safe to say that fully three-quart­ 
ers of the vast aggregate of debls iu 
this country is owed by the banks ami 
insurance companies and other finan­ 
cial institutions aud corporations to 
the people of theUniled States and 
for the most part to the wage earning 
classes 
and 
the small tradesmen. 
These debts are probably ten to one 
of those owed by 
mechanics 
and 
farmers. 
Why do not this great body of 
debtors join in the dishonest clamor 
for an opportunity to swindle their 
creditors? 
If there were no other 
reason there is a commanding one of 
self-interest which towers above all 
other considerations. 
And this lea- 
son is that every debtor would lose 
infinitely more thau he would gain 
by the swindle. 
Before he reached 
the day when it would be lawful for 
him to nay his debts at 50 cents on 
the dollar he would have to pass 
through a hell-tire of universal liq­ 
uidation aud bankruptcy to get there 
—a tire which would burn up all the 
assets aud resources which might 
have been otherwise available to pay 
his debts. 
Just as soou as it became 
manifest that there was any reason­ 
able ground to apprehend that a pres­ 
ident and congress would be elected 
likely to favor the free coinage of 
silver, a pauic would set in, the pro­ 
portions and disastrous consequnces 
of which cannot be measured before 
hand. 
It would be as much worse 
than that of 1893 as a tornado is more 
destructive than a gale. 
All loans of 
every kind would at once be called in 
as soon as they matured. 
All the 
American securities 
now held in 
Europe, including our government 
loans, would be at once returned and 
launched on the market for iqome^i- 
ate sale. 
The banker would lend no 
more money with the prospect of be­ 
ing paid back in money half the value 
of that loaned. 
The merchant would 
not dare to sell goods on credit for 
tbo same reason. 
All commerce and 
industry would be paralyzed. 
Every 
bank in the country would be com­ 
pelled to close ita dcoi's. 
There 
would be no employment for the me­ 
chanic or the laborer; no sale for the 
products of industry. 
Aud the man 
who voted for silver candidates with 
the view that free coinage would en­ 
able Liin to pay his debts at 50 cents 
on the doila1, would find that it was 
a hundred times more difficult to raise 
50 cent j under the conditions which 
even tb(“ menace of free coinage would 
bring upon the oountry than to raise 
a hundred cents before the madmen 
whom he trusted, brought these ca­ 
lamities upon the country.

Free coinage politicians who are try­ 
ing to gain votes by setting one class of 
citizens against another would do w ell 
to remember that the largest class in 
this country is that of thw people who 
buy goods. 
When they can show those 
people that it is to their interest to pay 
higher prices for what they consume, 
they may have some show of succet^a.

Of the various chemicals used for ! 
killing Canada thistles, common salt 
has 
proved 
most 
satisfactory. If 
used alone, it must Ik* applied with a 
liberal hand—sufficient to kill all vege­ 
tation. In connection with stock, how­ 
ever, particularly sheep, a less amount 
—usually a small handful upon each 
plant—has been found effective. The 
salt kills the plant at the iwint of 
contact, as well as all other plants 
which attempt tA start at that place, 
while the coustant trampling of the 
ground by the stock so compacts it 
that other jdants are not apt to start 
from 
the trouts. 1 have seen 
com­ 
plaint* that mulching was not an ef­ 
fective remedy-, but am inclined to 
tliirtk” the operation could not have 
1 H*eii thoroughly done. 
Iu May, last year, I had barnyard 
manure applied to a patch of thistles 
about a rod square. A few days later 
an examination showed that a few 
plants 
around the edge, where 
the 
manure 
was 
thin, 
were 
coming 
through. Another load was put on, 
covering the thistles a foot di***i> and 
extending a foot or more beyond the 
patch on all sides. On the tirst day 
of 
August tin' manure yvas 
taken 
away. The thistles were dead and 
decayed, root and tojv, and none have 
since made their appearance at that 
place. Another patch of larger ex­ 
tent was effectually killed ill a similar 
manner. Spudding is a method best 
adapted to lawns and meadows, lu 
places where there is a heavy soil, so 
that the tendency to sprout is not 
very strong, spudding will usually kid 
the thistles in a single season, and 
ofteiier in a shorter time. The patch 
should bo gone over as often as once 
a week. A large, thickly set patch 
is best HtilHlucd with the plow-. The 
work may be done at any time, but 
is 
most effective in the season 
of 
most 
rapid 
growth. The 
plowing 
should be done as often as the thistles 
begin to make their appearance, usual­ 
ly at intervals of from one to three 
weeks, according to the vigor of the 
thistles and the state of the weather. 
If the work has been well done, as 
often 
as 
necessary, 
no 
straggling 
thistles being left at any time, the 
thistles will probably all be dead be­ 
fore the end of the summer, and the 
laud left in excelent condition for some 
fall ei'oj). Success will depend large­ 
ly 011 the nature of the soil. I have 
seen a patch 
on 
heavy 
destroyed 
completely by one jdowiug and an 
occasional 
cultivation 
afterward, 
while another patch 011 muck requir­ 
ed unremitting effort during an en­ 
tire season. Another method, which 
is the best of all where only small 
scattering patches exist, is to plow the 
land in tin* ordinary way aud plant 
it to corn. Give extra good cultivation 
and cut deeply with the hoe, or bet­ 
ter still, pull with the hand every 
plant which the cultivator has missed. 
The thistles will come thick ami fast 
for the first few weeks, but the culti­ 
vation soon weakens them, and as 
tin* corn begins to shade the ground 
and extract its moisture, tin* thistles 
cease coming, and long before the end 
of the season, if the work is well 
done, they will all be dead.—A. A 
Croier. Michigan Agricultural Kperi- 
ment Station. 


from the larger variety. Early sowed 
millet Is really better than that sowed 
late, for hay. as It ripens in warm 
weather, when it can Is* cured to j>er- 
fpction. Millet loves 
rich, moist soil, 
though it will grow ou almost any 
kiud of land. Very gravelly soil is jier 
liajis, the worst for millet, a* it is a 
rapid grower 
and 
takes 
up 
large 
quantities of water. As the seeds are 
small, the land should l>e well fitted 
and r«»Ued after the sissls have liecn 
put in. It starts slowly at first, but 
makes a very rapid growth as soou 
as it is well 
established 
and 
the 
weather becomes hot. It is not like- 
lj- that you would succeed in seed­ 
ing to clover and timothy with this 
crop, except iu rare eases. The grass 
seeds would start nicely, but the mil­ 
let tillers so profusely, grows so rapid­ 
ly, and shades the ground and robs 
it of moisture to such au etent that it 
usually crowds out the grasses and 
clover.—H ura 1 New-Yorker.

Fruit, 
butte;*, eggs and other small articles 
can la* placed on these shelves, and 
reached instantly without disturbing 
other articles, which is not at all the 
case when tin* package opens at the 
top.

alternatives

selves to the man who keeps dairy 
stock and depends entirely upon j»us- 
ture for his cows during the summer 
mouths. He must either keep fewer 
animals than his fields can support 
during the early months of the sum­ 
mer. or his cows will suffer and the 
profits of his business be lost. The 
system of partial soiling is the remedy 
for the difficulty. For the latter part 
of summer or the early autumn, Giant 
sweet corn, or some large growing 
variety of dent corn, is best adapted 
to soiling. 
As corn is liable to lie injured 113- 
frost in northern latitudes, it is neces­ 
sary to provide some other kind of 
forage. One 
of 
the 
clieajicst 
and 
most economical ways is to seed the 
cornfield to barley and winter rye just 
before the corn is cultivated for the 
last 
time. Ou rich soils sow 
two 
bushels and one-half bushel of rye to 
the acre. Sow the seed by hand. A 
small hand seeding machine can Ik* 
used it’ it is thought best. A large 
amount of green forage can be raised 
in this way. as it will keep green and 
fresh until late in the autumn. 
As soon as the corn has rijiened 
cut it. and when perfectly dry remove 
and put it into a stack or a barn. The 
corn can then be husked at leisure. 
As soon as the fodder 
is 
removed 
from the field, turn the cows in. If 
the growth is rank, allow the animals 
to remain but a few hours each day 
until they are accustomed to the feed. 
The last week of June or the first of 
July is alsiut the best time to sow 
this seed. If tin* season is nr all fav­ 
orable, there will be a good growth 
by the time the corn is removed.

According to Rev. C. O. 1). Merrill of 
Bdoit. Wis.. who has made a careful 
study of jM.tato-growlug on the Island 
of Jersey, when* an average cash re­ 
turn of $2f»l) per Here is secured for all 
the land in potatoes 011 the island, the 
growers tlo*re reduce the whole ques­ 
tion of cultivation to the simple princi­ 
ple of keeping tin* soil level, deeply 
loose and mellow and wholly free of 
weeds. When the to|>s are four or five 
inches high the soil is gone oxer with 
tin* fork aud carefully and deejdy 
loosened, and later a lift 1*» is drawn 
about the plants with the hoe, not hid­ 
ing Hu* plants but merely drawing an 
inch or two of dirt about the haulm. 
In some of the larger fields a horse is 
used with a dccp-tootlied cultivator for 
loosening tin* soil, but the favorite tool 
is the 
liand-fork. Level 
culture 
is 
given, and the field. lK*ing without 
furrows or ridges, there is no wash, 
and all moisture sinks into the ground 
where it falls, Cultivation is so thor­ 
ough and continued that the weeds ere 
few and easily controlled, and after 
one thorough forking and hoeing the 
tojis cover the ground and no further 
(‘ultivation is necessary. There are no 
potato bugs. t!»* worms a re said to he 
killed by guano which is generally 
used as a fertilizer ,and scab is pre­ 
vented by planting whole tubers in 
very mellow- soil that is habitually 
kept so.

M a n u r e l i e s # 
Thera are many arguments in favor 
of applying barnyard manure in the 
fresh form, and hut few can be brought 
against it. says Prof. Shaw, in the 
New York Funner. It may be that in 
the fresh form it is not In condition to 
in* taken up readily by some kinds of 
jdants. For instance, it lias been no­ 
ticed that untilur«* iu the unreduced 
form is not readily taken up by a crop 
of mangels. In such instances, it may 
be njiphcd the year before, and if nj>- 
plied in the autumn previous and then 
jilowed under, there will be eonsidera- 
lde reduction before the mangels are 
plant< d. 
Again it is urged that when long 
manure is j do wed under in the sjiring, 
or ***-<‘fi in the autumn, to be followed 
by a crop of grain, that it keeps the 
soil so open that it is injurious rath *r 
than helpful. That Is true, but ihere is 
no necessity of applying manure thus. 
And yet again it is urged that when 
manure is reduced Ik*fore applying it, 
t lie* breeding of bacteria, which jtro- 
mote the welfare of vegetation, is 
more rapid and complete. It may be. 
doubtless it is. more rapid, but is it 
more complete in the end? 
I am most unhesitatingly in favor of 
ajiplying barnyard manure as soon as 
it can be got upon the land. 
Inatten­ 
tion to this costs the Fuited States 
many millions of dollars everv year.

The spring lias lieen quite wet, as 
everybody knows. It may be that the 
summer will be quite dry. I11 fact, 
sueli extremes of weath *r often follow 
each other, thougn not always. But 
the possibility that it may lie so should 
put us on our guard. There is yet time 
to plant corn, sorghum, rape and other 
crops that we can cultivate. Let us be 
diligent and get them into the ground 
iu time, for if we once get them started 
they can stand j>eriods of drought bet­ 
ter than other crops. And it may Ik* 
that the weather lias delayed the sow­ 
ing of some grain crops unduly. Prob­ 
ably it lias. It may have been neces­ 
sary to omit them altogether. Then lie 
diligent and get in some crop instead 
Judd Farmer.

Perhaps the jiroduetion of heavy fod­ 
der crops like clover, buckwheat, rye, 
corn, etc., for plowing under may 1m* 
good policy, but I cannot see why it is 
not better practice to harvest these 
crop* for which the husbandman has 
been laboring through the season, and 
utilize them in two w a y s—for food as 
well as for fertilizer. I think tin* day 
has gone by for waste of fodder. I 
care not how pronounced tin* roughage 
may Ik*, if it lu* cut and cured in time 
and in good order, it may be profitably 
fed by mixing with it any one of tin* 
numerous concentrated foods, which 
can usually Ik* procured at low prices 
in tin* market. I heartily advocate the 
raising of such crops as oats and jieas, 
cowpeas, corn, rye, barley, etc., as fod­ 
der 
crops, 
and 
believe everything 
should be saved for silo or mow-, and 
run through a first-class power cutter. 
Tills Is not the day in which we can 
afford to waste any portion of the 
crops, whether it be corn fodder in sec­ 
tions where tin* grain only is sought, 
or swamp grass on the thousands of 
acres of undrained eastern swamps. 
In the latter case if the grass Ik* cut 
very early and cured green, a second 
crop may be secured froiu the same 
plat before cold weather, and the re 
suit will be hay of very fair quality. 
Let us fertilise more, but do it by feed- 
itig more. (Many of the best farmers 
still adhere to the advisibility of plow­ 
ing under green crops, and we Imlieve 
in the practice 011 light and sandy soils 
especially. Such soil needs vegetable 
matter (humus) to absorb and retain 
water, as well as needing tin* mineral 
elements of plant food.—A. C. West iu 
Orange Judd Farmer.

The Iowa station finds that at that 
station winter wheat invariably out* 
yiclds wheat, and also surpasses it in 
quality. 
Blunting without riding generally 
affords the larger yields, but a stiff 
soil and a desire for an extra early 
crop sometimes necessitates planting 
on ridges. 
It is jKior economy to have the hay 
stacking done bv a i>oor stacker, simji- 
ly because be works cheap. It will 
be cheaper, in the long run, to pay a 
good stacker double wages. 
It is all right to protect the crops 
as far as possible, etc., but is as im 
portaut 
these days to protect 
the 
family from cyclones, by providing a 
cyclone cellar in the yard near the 
house. 
Through careless business methods, 
says W. W. Stevens, too many farm ­ 
ers are unable to tell after a crop lias 
been grown whether it has been a 
profitable one or not. Such careless­ 
ness as the average farmer Indulges 
lu would ruin any merchant in the 
whole country.

the m anner of attack of Indians m 
times gone by on frontier settlements. 
They also treated the excursionists to 
an exhibition of war dancing, and 
councils of war were held and Indian 
orutory indulged iu. 
The crowd 
scattered through the stre«tg4 tC’nta 
uud buildings or ttie reservation, ob­ 
serving the Iudian character and 
mode of living until the 
hoarse 
whistles of the boats notified them 
that it was time to return. 
The In ­ 
dians had also arranged a programme 
of sports here tq amuse their visitors, 
but the time was so short that only a 
portion of a game of La Crosse, played 
by six Indians on a side, was enjoyed. 
The ride back on the lake was equally 
deligbtfql, t>qt qonaumed so much 
time that the party barely had time to 
disembark and get on the train b*»f^re 
it was tim® *- start for home. 
The 
return trip was made in about the 
same time, and Brainerd was leached 
iu time for the excursionists to enjoy 
the fireworks in the evening. 
Too much cauuot be said in praise 
of the excellent mauuer in which the 
affair was arranged by the people of 
the Episcopal church, aud we are 
pleased to state that, notw ithstanding 
the celebration in the city, the church 
will clear more than $250 by the 
venture.

For the benefit of the thousands of 
Intelligent people who honestly believe 
that a crime Wm committed surrepti­ 
tiously against silver in 1878, Congress­ 
man J. T. McOleary of Minnesota de­ 
voted considerable time, iu his great 
speech of Feb. 13, to a presentation of 
the important facts connected with the 
paseage of the ooinage aot of 1878. The 
facts stand oat so olearly and tell such 
a straightforward story that It would 
seem Impossible that any fair minded 
man should, after reading them, con­ 
tinue to believe that there was any 
“ conspiracy" by anybody that canted 
the passage of this aot. Wc cangire but 
A few of the more salient points from 
Mr. MoCleary’t speech on this polnti 
The original bill was prepared In the 
treasury department In the winter of 
I869i?0, by John Jay Knox, then deputy 
comptroller of the currency, under the 
direotion of George 8. Boutwell, then 
secretary of the treasury 
The laws re­ 
lating to the mint had uot been revised 
I or more than u generation, and much 
confusion existed. This bill was largely 
a codification of existing law, with such 
improvements as experience suggested. 
Tho first draft of the bill was sub­ 
m itted to leadiiig experts ou coinage 
and currency in this country, and to 
pome in Europe. 
In this wuy the views 
of more than 80 men were obtained. 
Their answers were transmitted to the 
house in June, 1870, as a supplementary 
report on the bill. 
The consensus of 
opinion of these experts, aud of those 
who discussed the bill in oougress, was 
that it was sim ply to recognize legally 
what had practically existed, since the 
aot of 1858 made gold the single stand­ 
ard of value aud made silver subsidiary 
and legal tandar only for sums not ex­ 
ceeding $5. 
The bill as introduced distinctly dis- 
coutlzaed the silver dollar. One of the 
eight headings to the divisions in the 
reports accompanying the bill was as 
follows: "(5) DISCONTINUANCE OF 
8ILVER DOLLAR. " This was printed 
in capitals. The discontinuance of the 
silver dollar was sp**cifleally referred to 
in four places in this report. 
Contrary to the suppositions and 
statements of many leading free silver- 
ites, tho old standard dollar of 412% 
grains was never in the coinage bill 
passed in 1878, and therefore it could 
pot, as they allege, have been omitted 
surreptitiously. In May, 1892, a silver 
dollar containing 884 grains was in­ 
troduced into tho bill. 
Dike the silver 
half dollars it did not have “ free ooin­ 
age" or full tender. 
This was tho dol­ 
lar which was afterward dropped out of 
the bill and in place of which the trade 
dollar of 420 grain*, w ith unlim ited coin­ 
age, but limited tender, was substituted. 
From the contemporary records it is 
clear that the bill was before congress 
for about three years; that it was print­ 
ed 11 times separately and twice in re­ 
ports of the comptroller of the currency; 
that it was considered at length by the 
finance oommittee of tho senate and by 
tho coinage committee of the house dur­ 
ing five different sessions; that it was 
carefully debated in both houses, tho 
debates in tho senate occupying 60 col­ 
umns aud those in the house occupying 
f8 column* of The Congressional Globe, 
and it finally passed substantially as it 
was originally introduced. 
Every fea­ 
ture of the bill was thoroughly explained 
in the original report accompanying the 
bill, and repeated lv afterward in the 


aetwues on tile Mil itself. 
There doubtless wore persons in botb 
houses who did not pay attention to 
either the report or the diseuwiionK, for 
nt that tim e such subjects were regard­ 
ed as of interest only to eijx-rts. but it 
certainly cannot be truthfully said that 
they did not havo full opportunity to 
Enow an uncut tu 
So far ax ooucerns the coinage of gold t 
and silver, there were just two imi»or- ' 
taut provisions iu tho act of 1873— noma- j 
ly, tho unlim ited coinage of gold and 
the lim ited coinage of xilver. 
Both of 
these provisions have endured and Brill 
endure, because, as I have shown a'- 
ready, this is the only way in which wa 
can have the use of both metals as money 
at the same time. 
And though some 
very excellent gentlemen in congress in 
1878, when the wave of “ free silver" 
threatened to overwhelm every one op­ 
posed to it, may have said some foolish 
things about the act of 1873, it is a sig­ 
nificant fact that not a single Republican 
of those quo»ed as saying these things, 
unless he li~es in a silver producing 
state, has ever vohnl to repeal the essen ­ 
tial provisions of the aot of 1873 abova 
oited. 
Except as to the trade dollar 
(which was inserted as a special conces­ 
sion to the silver producers), the act of 
1873, based upon the experience of cen­ 
turies, framed by men pre-eminent for 
ability aud integrity, discussed in all 
its phases during the three years when 
it was before oongresa, w ill be recorded 
in history as one <\f the wisest and best 
pieces of legislation ever enacted by tha 
cougrexx of the United States. 
Its de­ 
tails may be changed, but its funda­ 
mental principles w ill endure. 
Occasionally we hear a man 
ask, 
•'W hy didn't the newspapers say more 
about the aot at the tim e of its passage?" 
The answer is plain. 
It was because of 
their being new^papers, not ancient his 
toriea There was nothing new in prin­ 
ciple or practice iu the bill, 
it was 
largely a re-enactment of existing law, 
properly codified. Why did the bill give 
gold unlimited coinage aud tender? Be­ 
cause all mint laws in existence did so. 
Why did it restrict the ooinugo of sub 
Sidlary silver and lim it its tender to 
Because the** were the provisions of the 
get of Feb. t!, 1853. 
Why did it om it 
from coinage the old standard silver 
dollar? Because that had beeu the intent 
of the act of 1858. 
In 1868 the dollar 
was entirely out of circulation, and no 
attempt was made to bring It back into 
circulation. 
Why did It mnko the gold 
dollar the unit of value? Because it had 
really been the metallic unit since 1834. 
And this was the avow«*d intention of 
the aet of 1858. 
The truth was that in 1873 the silver 
dollar was worth for bullion 8% cents 
more than tho gold dollar and that sil­ 
ver dollars had uot b<>en in circulation 
for many years. As Congressman Hoop­ 
er said on April 0, 1872, when disease,, 
|ng tho silver dollar t "It-doe*d>nt circu­ 
late uow In commercial 
transactions 
With any country, and tho convenience 
of these manufacturers in this respect 
ouu better be met by supplying sm all 
Stamped bars of the same standard, 
avoiding tho useless expense of coining 
the dollar for that purpose. " 
Aud Mr. Kelley, who is reported aa 
having said afterward that he ‘did not 
know that the bill omitted tbe standard 
silver dollar," said on this same day: 
"It is impossible to retain tho doubla 
standard. The values ofjsold and silver 
Continually fluctuate. 
You cannot de­ 
termine this year w hat w ill be tho rela­ 
tive valnes of gold and silver next year. 
They were 16 to 1 a short time ag«v 
They are 10 to 1 uow. 
"Hence all experience has shown that 
you must have one staudard ooin which 
shall be a legal teuder for all others, 
and then you may promote your domes­ 
tic convenience 
haring a subsidiary 
oolnavr, of silver, which shall circulate 
in all parts of your country as legal ten­ 
der for a lim ited amount and l»e re­ 
deemable at its face value by your g o v ­ 
ernm ent" 
In another place in the same speech 
Mr. Kelley said, "Every ooin that is not 
gold is subsidiary." 
Even Mr. btewart, then as now a sen­ 
ator from Nevada, said on Feb. 20, 1874: 
"By this process we shall come to 
specie basis, aud when tiie laboring 
man receives a dollar te w ill have the 
pnrohasiug power of a dollar and he 
w ill uot be called upon to do what la 
impossible for him or tho producing 
classes to do, figure upon the exchanges,, 
figure upon the fluctuations, figure upon 
the gam bling in New York. 
But he 
w ill know wlmt his money is worth. 
Gold is the universal standard of ths 
world. Everybody know’s what a dollar 
in gold is worth. ’ ’ 
The remarks of Mr. Kelley in tho 
house in 1879, and those of benator 
Stewart in 1874 show that at that time, 
before tha tremendous output of silver 
turned m en’s heads, there won practi­ 
cally undivided opinion on the subject. 
The bill had been before congress three 
years, it had beeu repeatedly discussed, 
there was nothing new or startling in 
it, and hence then' was no call for any 
extended notice of its p a s s a g e . 
But the facts are seen to bo that the 
bill was passed openly and honestly. 
I* 
embodies tho principles of sound m int­ 
age, and it undoubtedly saved us from 
going to a silver basis on tho resumption 
of specie payments. And, therefore, tho 
men who framed it and these who passed 
it deserve and w ill receive the grateful 
thanks of ourselves and our posterity. 
After becoming acquainted with tho 
facts how ridiculous seems the following 
statement from Coin’s Financial School: 
“ Iu the language of Senator Daniel of 
Virginia, it (the act of 1878) seems to 
have gone through congress ‘like the 
silent tread of a cat. ’ " Y'et (his is but 
a sample of the false statements matte 
by most of the lending silverites. 
Tho 
follow ing summary of procedure indi­ 
cates how “ like the silent trend of a 
cat" the act of 1878 stolo through con­ 
gress : 
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T h a t B attle O ld Q u e s tio n . 
"W h ich ," asked th e earnest youth, 
“ w hich is the m ore pleasurable, 
realization or anticipation?" 
" I t depends," said the Oummins- 
villo sage, Uon w hether you allude 
to getting a tooth pulled or getting 
m arried." —C incinnati Enquirer.
